C H A R G E O F T H E M A Y O R TO 
T H E G R A N D JURY. 


Gentlemen o f the Grand Jury, 


H E duties, wuich you have now 
JL, undertaken, und<#r the solemnity 
ot ail oath, are o( great importance to 
the community. Ciraud Juves are com« 
posed of citizens, impartially and peri­ 
odically selected from the grcut buoy of 
the people, for the purpose of enquiring 
into all alledged offences against tfio 
laws, in order t© ascertain whether they 
be proper subjects of criminal punish­ 
ment. 
T h e accused ure then tried by a 
second Jury, which pronounces on their 
guilt, 
li the verdict be repugnant to 
law or evidence, an appeal stUl lies to 
the Judges of the Suprem e C o u r t; and 
ii this should fail, redress will be found 
in the clemency of the Executive. You 
will, therefore, observe the multiplied 
guards and checks which our mild sys­ 
tem of jurisprudence has interpos.cn for 
the dctence ot innocence. In tyrannical 
states, the judge is the minion oi poweri 
ai^u the minister ot uncontrolod tapncc. 
Juries, thttfe, ure unknown ; and the m-> 
terval la short, between the piison and 
the grave. 
It is the prerogative and 
the pride of the American citizen, not 
only 10 make laws, but to execute them 
when made ; not only to participate, in 
his character ol juror, in tne dispensa­ 
tion of justice in its hrst stage, but to 
control the ultcriei decision ot the law, 
by judges, indirectly chosen by its suf­ 
frages. 
Citizens are culied < pon to act 
as juror», who rarely, and sometimes, 
never occupy any public station ; and 
some, who are unwilii/ig to encounter 
the fatigues and anxieties of public life, 
still consider it their duty to maintain 
the dignity of'the^tr.al by juiy, by serv* 
mg their country, in the cupucity oi ju ­ 
rors ; and let me add, that he who 
shrinks from this duty, who desires ex­ 
cuses to atoid its performance, or who 
retreats from it under the cover of pri­ 
vilege, has but an imperfect notion of 
this great palladium of liberty. 
L-.t 
our jurors be comprised ol .g.iorant and 
vicious men, and no man is sate in h » 
character, pioperty, liberty or life — 
Persecution and tyranny may then select 
heir vtctims, and tl.e minister appoint­ 
ed to guard the sacred temple 'ol ,us- 
tice, naay become the willing priests to 
officiated at the sacrifice, and to super­ 
intend the immolation. 


T he ohjcct of criminal jurisprudence 
is neither vindictive nor expiatory , nor 
can it in «tnctness *1)0 contemplated 
as intended to reform— its policy and 
design 
are 
p rev e n tiv e, 
to 
deter 
from crime by the dread of punish­ 
ment. 
If the criminal can at the same 
time be reformed, it will be consider­ 
ed a happy circumstance. 
But to de­ 
grade ajnan in the estimation of socie­ 
ty, to brand him, with an ingnommious 
punishment, is to render him callous 
to public opinion, and generally speak­ 
ing, to place him beyond the power of 
moral amelioration— And,' as punish­ 
ment cat» not be executed without this 
debasement, reformation is vsrely to be 
expected ; and wLttever sentiments of 
repentance may be professed or experi­ 
enced, when confined wfchin the gloomy 
walls ofa prison, the prej ofcxcruYuunp- 
cares,aud thj victim of ill health ; yet a 
change of s^pne ; a translation ta the 
bustle and temptations of the world, too 
olten renders these impressions of no 
longer duration than the causes which 
produced them. 
If reformation is no; 
t i e primary object of punishment, and 
only incidental to its main design, much 
iess can revenge be so considered. 
Iu 
a state of nature, where every man is 
the executor of the laws of nature, 
vindictive feelings will openae in the 
infliction of punishment ; 
but 
where 
the power of punishing is tr.,nsfened 
from the person injuted, to the func­ 
tionaries of civilized society, who c.m 
ha\K.- no personal feelings, then we It. ve 
a rijjht to expeet. til .t the true obje> t o |
